Williams for At-Large Seat C; and (for primary voters in District 5 only) incumbent Mark 
Campen and challenger Jennifer Mirtes for the District 5 seat.

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The city bus system, the Neighborhood Small Grants Program, and the 2016 
Neighborhood Awards and Networking Luncheon will be among the topics discussed at 
the October meeting of the Mayor’s Neighborhood Advisory Council (NAC). 
 
NAC will meet from 4:30 p.m. to 6 p.m. Wednesday, Oct. 14, at the Cansler YMCA, 616 
Jessamine Street.  
 
Dawn Distler, director of Knoxville Area Transit, will provide an overview of the system, 
along with KAT’s efforts to reach out to various parts of the Knoxville community and to 
increase ridership. 
 
In addition, staff from the Office of Neighborhoods will solicit ideas from NAC members 
for the next Neighborhood Awards and Networking Luncheon that will take place on 
Saturday, March 5, 2016, at the Knoxville Convention Center. The next round of the 
Neighborhood Small Grants Program will also be discussed.

Because individual members of the NAC wished to be able to speak with one another 
on neighborhood matters outside of NAC meetings, they decided that the NAC will not 
provide advice to public bodies such as City Council and MPC. However, the NAC will 
continue to advise the Mayor and the City Administration. NAC meetings will continue to 
be public meetings, and citizens are welcome to attend, ask questions and voice their 
views on neighborhood-related issues.
